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Iwenty-one  years  have  passed  since  the  last  spacecraft  landed  on  Mars, 
yet  in  the  next  ten  years,  up  to  ten  NASA  orbiters  and  landers  are  sched- 
uled to  visit  the  red  planet. 
This  new  program  of  US  Mars  exploration  began  with  the  launch  in 
November  1996  of  the  Mars  Global  Surveyor,  an  orbiter  carrying  six  scientific 
instruments  to  study  the  atmosphere,  surface,  and  interior  of  Mars.  The  second 

spacecraft,  named  Mars  Pathfinder,  was  launched 
in  December  and  carries  a  lander  and  small  rover 
robot.  Plans  are  to  send  pairs  of  spacecraft  to 


Mars  every  twenty-six  months 
through  2005.  Excitement  is  high  in 
scientific  circles  in  anticipation  of  the 
arrival  of  Pathfinder,  a  lander  due  to 
set  down  on  the  Martian  surface  on 
July  4, 1997. 

Before  Mariner  TV  made  the  first 
flyby  in  July  1965,  taking  twenty- two 
photos  of  the  Martian  surface,  we

knew  little  about  Mars,  the  fourth 
planet  from  the  sun.  Since  it  is  locat- 
ed half  again  as  far  from  the  sun  as 
is  Earth,  it  takes  Mars  about  two 
Earth  years  to  make  its  journey 
around  the  sun.  The  diameter  of 
Mars  is  approximately  half  that  of 
Earth,  but  twice  that  of  our  moon. 
The  gravity  of  Mars  at  its  surface  is 
just  over  one-third  as  strong  as 
Earth's.  At  Martian  "sea  level"  the 
atmosphere  is  only  about  one /hun- 
dredth as  dense  as  Earth's,  which  is 
roughly  the  same  as  our  atmosphere 
twenty  miles  up.  Since  Mars  rotates 
at  approximately  the  same  rate  as 
Earth,  the  Martian  days  and  nights 
are  similar  in  length  to  ours. 

Thin  whitish  clouds  resembling 
our  cirrus  clouds  form  as  high  as 
twenty  miles  above  the  surface. 
Fierce  Martian  winds,  sometimes 
exceeding  120  miles  per  hour,  often 
stir  up  dust  storms;  the  largest  occur 
when  Mars  comes  closest  to  the  sun 
and  the  surface  is  warmest.  These 


dust  storms  can  cover  the  entire  planet  in  a  matter  of  weeks. 

Due  to  its  distance  from  the  sun  and  its  thin  atmosphere,  the  surface  tem- 
perature averages  -64°  F,  but  it  varies  from  -199°  F  at  the  poles  at  night  to  80°  F 
at  the  equator  during  midday  at  the  times  when  Mars  is  closest  to  the  sun 
(every  26  months).  The  Martian  atmosphere  is  over  95  percent  carbon  dioxide, 
and  its  red  surface  color  is  due  primarily  to  oxidized  iron.  Its  white  polar  caps 
are  composed  mainly  of  frozen  carbon  dioxide  and  some  water  ice. 

Mars  has  two  irregularly-shaped  moons.  The  larger  is  Phobos,  which  is 
about  ten  miles  long;  Deimos  is  only  about  five  miles  in  length.  Both  are 
believed  to  be  captured  asteroids. 

In  the  years  between  1965  and  1976,  we  discovered  more  about  Mars  than 
we  had  learned  in  all  the  time  before  that.  This  was  the  golden  age  of  space 
exploration,  when  the  first  man  landed  on  the  moon  (July  20,  1969)  and  space 
travel  was  becoming  routine  in  the  public's  view  (but  not  among  scientists  and 
engineers  who  daily  recognized  the  great  risks  involved  in  every  venture). 

Since  no  human  has  ever  visited  another  planet,  all  of  our  current  knowl- 
edge is  based  on  photographs  taken  from  space,  instrumental  measurements 
of  the  atmosphere  in  the  vicinity  of  the  planet,  and  samples  of  the  surface  ana- 
lyzed on  Mars.  After  1965  we  have  learned  many  new  facts.  Mars  is  heavily 
cratered,  due  to  bombardment  by  meteorites.  Its  surface  is  strewn  with  mete- 
oritic  rocks  as  well  as  rocks  from  volcanic  eruptions  (see  Fig.  1).  There  are  at 
least  nine  very  large  extinct  volcanoes  (the  cover  shows  two  on  the  right-hand 
side);  Fig.  3  is  an  image  of  the  largest  Martian  volcano,  Olympus  Mons,  which 
covers  an  area  the  size  of  Arizona  and  towers  about  two  and  one-half  times  as 
high  as  Mount  Everest.  Rowing  water  existed  in  the  Martian  past  (see  the 
dried-up  river  beds  on  the  cover  photograph).  A  huge  rift  valley  (sho^vn  at

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center  of  the  cover)  is  as  long  as  the  United  States  and  five  times  deeper  than 
our  Grand  Canyon. 

Is  there  life  on  Mars?  After  years  of  intensive  study  of  data  returned  by  the 
Viking  biology  experiments,  most  scientists  concluded  that  it  is  unlikely  that 
life  currently  exists  on  the  surface  of  Mars.  Since  that  time  over  twenty  years 
ago,  though,  much  has  been  learned  about  the  origins  of  Hie  on  earth.  In 
August  1996  a  team  of  scientists,  studying  meteorites  collected  in  Antarctica, 
announced  what  they  believe  to  be  the  first  organic  molecules  from  Mars. 
Additional  debate  and  experimentation  continue  on  this  finding.  In  2003  or 
2005  NASA  plans  to  send  robotic  spacecraft  to  Mars  that  will  be  able  to  return 
soil  and  rock  samples  to  Earth  for  direct  study  much  as  the  Apollo  astronauts 
returned  hundreds  of  pounds  of  lunar  rocks  to  Earth. 

For  the  July  1997  landing  site  of  Mars  Pathfinder,  NASA  has  selected  a 
rocky  plain  where  large  floods  occurred  in  early  Martian  history.  The  lander 
will  parachute  down  to  an  ancient  channel  chosen  for  the  variety  of  rock  and 
soil  samples  which  it  may  provide. 

Is  There  Life 
On  Mars? 

The  lander  is  completely  wrapped  in  four  airbags.  At  impact  it  will 
bounce,  roll,  and  tumble  until  it  comes  to  rest.  An  opening/uprighting  mecha- 
nism will  ensure  that  the  rover  is  right-side  up.  The  lander's  petals,  or  covers. 


will  then  open  and  permit  the  rover, 
named  Sojourner,  to  leave  the  lander. 
The  rover  has  six  wheels  designed  to 
give  it  stability  and  to  help  it  climb 
over  rocks  without  tipping  over. 
Powered  by  solar  radiation,  it  will  be 
able  to  travel  several  hundred  square 
yards  around  the  lander  in  order  to 
explore  the  surface  independently. 

After  the  two  1997  missions  to 
Mars,  the  next  is  a  combined  orbiter- 
lander  scheduled  to  arrive  at  the 
planet  in  1998.  This  lander  is  aimed 
for  the  edge  of  the  south  polar  cap 
(see  Fig.  2),  a  location  thought  to  be 
most  favorable  for  detecting  evi- 
dence of  life  due  to  the  presence  of 
water  ice  in  the  polar  cap.  Meteor- 
ological conditions  there  will  be 
recorded,  samples  of  polar  deposits 
will  be  analyzed,  trenches  will  be 
dug  by  the  rover  for  taking  images 
of  the  Martian  dirt,  and  key  tech- 
nologies will  be  demonstrated  for 
returning  a  Mars  sample. 

The  detailed  plans  for  the  Mars 
Surveyors  2001,  2003,  and  2005  have 
not  yet  been  finalized  since  they  will 
be  based  heavily  on  the  results 
obtained  in  1997  and  1998.  One  of 
the  highest  priorities  for  these  later 
missions  is  preparation  for  and 
return  of  Martian  soil  and  rock 
samples  to  Earth. 

Mankind  is  now  standing  on 
the  threshold  of  an  exciting  new  era 
in  space  exploration.  After  a  twen- 
ty-year hiatus  in  Martian  explo- 
ration, we  are  finally  returning  to 
the  Red  Planet  —  in  a  big  way!

Several  missions  with  successive 
launch  dates  are  under  way  or  in 
the  development  stages. 

We  have  new  cutting-edge  tech- 
nologies which  are  being  applied  to 
Martian  investigations.  Much  inter- 
disciplinary, collaborative  work  is  in 
progress  among  biologists,  astron- 
omers, geologists,  physicists,  and 
other  scientists  who  have  never  tack- 
led the  problems  of  Mars  before. 
Equipped  with  new  computer  tools 
and  a  storehouse  of  Mars  data  at  our 
fingertips,  we  are  optimistic  of  the 
prospect  that  with  regard  to  the 
Mars  puzzle,  we  may  finally  "get  it 
all  together." 

Chances  are  good  that  we  will 
now  answer  many  of  the  present 
questions  about  Mars  and  also 
explain  some  of  the  mysteries  of  its 
past.  With  the  US  return  to  Mars,  it's 
a  great  time  to  share  the  excitement 
of  exploring  this  fascinating  planet.

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Strong  College 
is  Three  Years ' 
And  It  Works 


ne  of  two  residential 
colleges  at  UNCG, 
Cornelia  Strong 
College  is  made  up 
of  260  undergradu- 
ates, a  group  of 
Faculty  Fellows  and 
Associates,  and  a 
few  resident  gradu- 
ate students. 
Named  after  Cornelia  Strong, 
professor  of  mathematics  and  astron- 
omy at  the  Woman's  College  from 
1905  to  1948,  Strong  College,  found- 
ed in  1994,  is  open  to  all  students  in 
the  University  through  a  competitive 
admission  process.  Strong  is  mod- 
eled after  Harvard  University 
Houses,  which  are  themselves  copies 
of  the  older  colleges  of  Oxford  and 
Cambridge  universities  in  England. 

"The  model  works,"  says 
Laurie  White  '87  PhD,  head  of  the 
College  with  the  title  of  Senior 
Fellow,  "because  it  finds  that  middle 
ground  for  students  and  faculty  out- 
side of  the  classroom.  It's  a  safe 
place,  a  community."  Dr.  Robert 
O'Hara,  who  oversees  the  daily  life 
of  the  College,  is  senior  tutor.  As  a 
graduate  student.  Dr.  O'Hara  was  a 
member  of  one  of  the  University 
Houses  at  Harvard. 

Strong  College  is  particularly 
suited  to  students  who  are  seeking  a 
richer  academic  experience  than  they 
might  have  in  a  traditional  residence 
haU. 
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For  example,  the  College's  coffee 
bar  -  The  Blue  Lemur  —  opens  every 
Monday  at  9  pm  with  free  coffee, 
music,  and  conversation;  the  College 
Tea  is  from  4:30  to  5:30  pm  on 
Tuesdays.  Members  of  the  Cornehan 
Literary  Society  meet  weekly  to 
share  favorite  pieces  of  prose  and 
verse.  There  is  an  excursion  most 
Sunday  afternoons  to  a  Greensboro 
bookstore.  There  are  hikes,  outings, 
and  special  College  dinners  and 
events,  including  the  annual  Croquet 
Tournament  and  the  annual  Buffalo 
Creek  Regatta. 

"It's  great  living  here,"  said 
sophomore  Rachel  Wojnar.  "Everybody 
knows  each  other.  I  especially  enjoy 
the  opportunities  for  students  and 
faculty  to  interact." 

The  College  has  approximately 
twenty  Fellows,  a  cross-section  of 
selected  faculty  members  who  lec- 
ture and  teach  mini-courses  at  the 


College. 
Chancellor 
Patricia  A. 
Sullivan  is  an 
Honorary 
Fellow,  as  is 
Dr.  Walter  H. 
Beale,  dean  of 
the  College  of 
Arts  and 
Sciences. 

Unlike  the  Residential  College, 
Strong  does  not  offer  a  special  cur- 
riculum. Students  take  the  usual 
array  of  University  courses.  They 
may,  however,  be  members  of  the 
College  and  live  there  throughout 
their  time  at  UNCG.  The  Residential 
College  is  a  two-year  experience  for 
freshmen  and  sophomores  housed  in 
Mary  Foust  Residence  Hall. 

At  Strong,  there  is  a  College 
library,  game  room,  and  Star 
Chamber  —  the  TV  room.  (Lab  coats

The 
Junior  Commons  Room  on  the  first 
floor  (the  College  is  housed  in 
recently  renovated  Moore-Strong 
Residence  Hall)  is  the  College's  liv- 
ing room,  the  place  where  newspa- 
pers and  magazines  are  read  and 
crossword  puzzles  solved.  There  are 
designated  Strong  College  tables  in 


the  dining  hall. 

"The  College  is  great  for  the  aca- 
demically inclined  student,"  says 
resident  Ashley  Dees.  "We  have  a 
library  available  to  us  that  is  stocked 
with  computers  and  reference  mate- 
rials. Living  here  is  also  a  way  to  get 
closer  to  the  professors  who  are  a 
part  of  the  College."

,jhe  past  few  years,  UNCG  was  one  of  a  fe^- 
yersities  in  the  UNC  System  to  increase  signifi- 
.  •  cantly  its  enrollment.  From  about  12,000  students 
lnT992,  enrollment  has  climbed  to  more  than  12,300. 

An  increase  in  diversity  accompanied  this  growth. 
Minority  enrollment  is  now  18.9  percent,  third  highest  in 
the  UNC  System  after  UNC  Charlotte  and  NC  State. 

The  University  now  has  turned  to  another  enrollmer* 
goal,  enhancing  the  quality  of  the  student  body  as  measun 
by  SAT  scores  and  class  rankings  of  entering  freshmen.  ; 
James  C.  Black,  the  new  associate  provost  for  enrollment" 
services,  is  overseeing  the  effort. 

This  goal  will  be  harder  to  realize  than  increasing 
enrollment.  UNCG  draws  more  than  80  percent  of  its  stu- 
dents from  North  Carolina,  and  a  state-mandated  cap  limits 
erirollment  of  out-of-state  students  to  18  percent.  Compe- 
tition is  fierce  for  the  outstanding  students  in  the  state 
who  score  1100  and  above  on  their  SATs. 

To  identify  UNCG's  chief  competitors.  Black  and  his 
staff  compiled,  where  possible,  a  list  of  the  other  colleges 
and  universities  where  successful  applicants  to  UNCG  had 
also  appUed. 

For  entering  freshmen,  the  other  schools  were  Appa- 
lachian State,  UNC  Charlotte,  East  Carolina,  NC  State,  and 
UNC  Wilmington.  For  adult  students,  the  competitors 
were  Greensboro  College,  Guilford  College,  High  Point 
University,  and  community  colleges. 

"Now  that  we  know  our  competitors,  we  are  position- 
ing ourselves  to  compete  against  them  as  effectively  as  we

The 
University  of  Phoenix,  a  virtual  university,  already  is  the 
sixth  largest  private  university  in  the  United  States  with 
31,000  students.  Traditional  universities  may  consider 
responding  by  providing  distance  learning  opportunities 
of  their  own,  which  UNCG  already  is  doing,  or  by  offer- 
ing the  co-curricular  experiejicgs  that  a  virtual  university

Strategic  Approach  Produces  Results 


On  the  job  at  UNCG  since  September,  Jim  Black  pre- 
viously served  as  dean  of  enrollment  management  at 
Winthrop  University  from  1990.  He  was  responsible  for 
coordinating  the  offices  of  admissions,  financial  aid,  regis- 
tration, academic  records  and  institutional  research,  and 
the  New  Start  Program  for  non-traditional  students. 

At  Winthrop,  Black  designed  and  executed  an  enroll- 
ment strategy  that  resulted  in  a  41  percent  increase  in  the 
number  of  entering  freshmen  while  increasing  the  average 
SAT  scores  by  134  points.  The  strategy  also  resulted  in  an 
increase  in  African-American  freshmen  from  16  to  23  per- 
cent. He  also  created  an  undergraduate  marketing  plan 
that  produced  award-winning  publications  and  the  first 


electronic  viewbook  in  the  Carolinas  mailed  to  prospective 
students  and  high  schools.  A  viewbook  is  a  student  recruit- 
ment booklet. 

He  initiated  Winthrop's  first  marketing  plan  for  its  New 
Start  Program  aimed  at  adults  which  produced  a  28  per- 
cent increase  in  enrollment.  He  drafted  Winthrop's  first 
graduate  marketing  plan,  which  resulted  in  a  24  percent 
increase  in  graduate  enrollment  in  the  first  six  months  of 
implementation. 

Black  is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  South  Carolina, 
where  he  earned  his  Master  of  Education  degree  and 
has  done  course  work  toward  the  PhD  degree.

Since  her  election  to  the  Greensboro 
City  Council  in  1994,  Claudette 
Burroughs- White  has  continued  to  be 
a  strong  advocate  for  children  and 
families.  She  retired  as  supervisor  of 
the  18th  Judicial  District,  Juvenile 
Services  Division  after  thirty-three 
years  of  service  in  the  juvenile  court 
system.  She  retired  the  same  year  as 
her  election  to  the  Council. 

"My  philosophy  has  always  been 
that  if  you  provide  the  best  possible 
service,  you  have  a  great  chance  of 
keeping  children  out  of  the  system," 
she  once  said.  If  you  get  children 
straightened  out,  you  don't  have  to 
worry  about  building  jails.  It  makes  so 
much  sense  to  me  to  have  a  lot  more 
prevention." 

Claudette  serves  on  the  board  of 
directors  of  the  Foundation  of  Greater 
Greensboro,  Summit  House,  One  Step 
Further,  Tarheel  Triad  Girl  Scout 
Council,  NC  Justice  Task  Force  for 
Children,  and  on  the  national  and 
local  boards  of  the  Black  Child 
Development  Institute. 

She  has  served  as  president  of 
the  Family  Life  Cotmcil  and  Youth 


Services  Bureau,  vice  chair  of  the 
Guilford  County  Youth  Advisory 
Council,  chair  of  the  Guilford  County 
Advocates  for  Children  and  Youth, 
and  chair  of  Guilford  County's  first 
White  House  Corvference  on  Children. 

She  has  been  recognized  as

Clubs.  The  NC  Juvenile  Services 
Association  has  presented  her  with  its 
Outstanding  Service  Award  and  cited 
her  exemplary  work  and  personal 
integrity. 

Carolyn  Black  Feree  '66 

Winston-Salem 

Dr.  Carolyn  Black  Feree  currently 
serves  as  president  of  the  North 
Carolina  Medical  Society,  only  the 
third  woman  to  hold  the  office  in  the 
society's  139-year-old  history.  She  is, 
her  colleagues  and  patients  attest,  one 
of  the  outstanding  physicians  in  the 
state,  and  she  is  regarded  without 
peer  in  her  specialty,  the  treatment  of 
breast  cancer. 


A  professor  of  radiation  oncology, 
Carolyn  is  one  of  the  most  popular 
physicians  at  the  Bowman  Gray 
School  of  Medicine  with  her  philoso- 
phy —  the  patient  comes  first  — 
which  she  practices  aggressively. 
One  former  patient  (Emily  Herring 
Wilson  '61,  an  Alumni  Association 
trustee)  said  of  Carolyn,  "she  is  the 
most  patient-oriented  doctor  I  have 
ever  known.  She  is  also  one  of  the 
most  knowledgeable,  thorough,  wise, 
and  forthright.  Nothing  goes  unexam- 
ined as  she  studies  our  total  health. 
No  limits  are  placed  on  the  time  it 
takes  for  her  to  understand  and  treat, 
when  necessary,  health  problems.  She 
knows  that  getting  to  know  her 
patients  is  as  important  as  getting  to 
know  their  x-rays  and  tests."  Carolyn 
has  invited  out-of-town  patients  to 
stay  in  her  home;  she  makes  house 
calls  if  there  are  transportation  prob- 
lems; she  regularly  brings  flowers  to 
patients'  rooms,  and  she  promptly 
returns  phone  calls  from  patients. 
"There's  never  an  excuse  for  a  doctor 
not  to  return  a  phone  call,"  she  once 
said.  Carolyn  is  listed  in  the  "Best 
Doctors  in  the  Southeast  Region." 

She  has  given  more  than  seventy- 
five  invited  speeches,  written  over 
thirty  arficles,  twenty  abstracts,  and 
several  chapters  of  medical  textbooks 
on  oncology. 

At  UNCG,  she  serves  on  the 
board  of  directors  of  the  UNCG 
Excellence  Foundation  and  the 
Annual  Giving  Comnuttee.  She 
served  five  years  on  the  University 
Centennial  Planning  Board.

A  former  newspaper  reporter,  "E.D." 
Kermedy  helped  organize  Greensboro 
United  Methodist  Housing,  Inc., 
twenty-five  years  ago  and  subse- 
quently has  served  as  secretary,  board 
member,  and  chair.  During  that  peri- 
od. United  Methodist  Housing  has 
bmlt  one  hundred  eighteen  apart- 
ments for  low-income  elderly  and 
people  with  disabilities.  Apartment 
residents  receive  subsidies  through  a 
federal  housing  program  and  pay 
only  a  third  of  their  income  for  rent. 

At  Christ  United  Methodist 
Church  in  Greensboro,  E.D.  has 
taught  children,  youth,  and  adult 
Sunday  School  classes.  She  has  served 
on  the  church  administrative  board 
and  on  the  board  of  the  United 
Methodist  Women.  She  has  served  on 
the  church  liaison  committee  for 
Habitat  for  Humanity  of  Greater 
Greensboro.  She  has  delivered  Mobile 
Meals  once  a  month  for  more  than 
twenty  years  and  helps  prepare  meals 
once  a  month  for  the  Greensboro 
Urban  Ministry's  night  shelter. 

She  has  served  on  the  board  of 
directors  of  the  Greensboro  Heart 
Association  and  is  a  volunteer  at 
Moses  Cone  Hospital.  She  was  recent- 
ly elected  to  a  second  three-year  term 
on  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  Bennett 
College.  She  has  served  on  the  Board 
of  Visitors  at  Guilford  College  and  on 
the  board  of  the  Greensboro  Historical 
Museum.

German  Corporation  Signs  Agreement  for 
Employees  to  Earn  MBAs  at  Bryan  School 


nThe  BASF  Corporation  and 
UNCG  have  signed  an  agree- 
ment that  will  allow  employees 
I      of  the  giant  German  chem- 
■^      ical/ plastics  firm  to  come  to 
the  Joseph  M.  Bryan  School  of 
Business  and  Economics  to  pursue 
Master  of  Business  Administration 
degrees. 

The  first  students  in  the  program 
will  enroll  at  UNCG  for  fall  semester 
1998.  In  Germany,  the  program  is 
being  coordinated  through  the 
Europa  Institute  of  the  Fachhochschule 
at  Worms  and  the  Fachhochschule  at 
Ludwigshafen.  The  Fachhochschule 
is  the  part  of  Germany's  system  of 
higher  education  which  provides 
professional  education. 

BASF  is  one  of  the  largest  chem- 
ical/plastics corporations  in  the 
world,  with  more  than  100,000 


employees  and  annual  revenues  of 
more  than  $30  biUion.  It  has  sales 
operations  in  170  countries  and  man- 
ufacturing operations  in  39  coun- 
tries, including  the  United  States. 

More  than  800  BASF  employees 
apphed  for  the  joint  program  with 
UNCG,  which  involves  management 
development  and  MBA  studies,  and 
twenty-five  were  selected  for  the  ini- 
tial class,  according  to  Professor 
C.  Thorsten  Moench,  director  of  the 
Europa  Institute.  In  the  program, 
the  BASF  personnel  will  receive 
training  at  the  German  institutions 
that  will  meet  their  professional 
apprenticeship  and  educational 
certification  requirements.

You'll  get  to 
know  alumni  with  similar  interests, 
be  invited  to  activities  geared  toward 
professional  fields,  and  have  a  chance 
to  volunteer  for  service  within  the 
academic  unit.

\e  mentioned  in  the  last  issue 
of  Alwmii  News  that  the  por- 
trait of  Dr.  Foust  is  undergoing 
restoration  due  to  the  minor 
water  damage  Hurricane  Fran 
caused  in  the  Alumni  House.  When 
examined,  the  portrait  showed  signs 
of  having  been  repaired  once  before. 
We  asked  if  anyone  knew  the  cir- 
cumstances. 

Dr.  Sally  Robinson  '61  remem- 
bered that  when  she  was  here  as  a 
freshman,  Hurricane  Hazel  did  her 
best  to  topple  trees  and  damage 
buildings  all  over  the  campus.  Sally 
wondered  if  by  odd  coincidence  the 
Foust  portrait  had  been  the  victim  of 
two  hurricanes. 

But  no,  it  turns  out  Brenda 


Meadows  Cooper  '65,  retired 
Director  of  Alumni  Affairs,  knew  the 
true  story:  Dr.  Foust's  likeness  had 
been  drenched  in  the  flood  of  a 
faulty  air  conditioning  system. 
Sometime  in  the  late  1980s,  while 
Barbara  Parrish  '48  was  still  Alumni 
Director,  Brenda  and  Barbara  entered 
the  Alumni  House  Library  to  discov- 
er with  horror  that  the  plaster  from 
the  ceiling  had  dropped  to  the  floor 
in  chunks.  The  whole  room  was  a 
mess,  but  the  Foust  portrait  suffered 
only  minor  damage  from  water  that 
flowed  down  from  the  attic.  Mr. 
Henry  Rood,  a  Greensboro  painter, 
was  contracted  to  restore  the  work 
—  a  fitting  task,  as  he  had  been  the 
original  portrait  artist. 


Dr.  Foust  became  the  second 
president  of  UNCG  when  Dr.  Mclver 
died  suddenly  in  1906.  Known  as  the 
"Builder,"  the  students  regarded  him 
with  respect  and  affection.  They  and 
the  alumnae  presented  his  portrait  to 
the  College  in  1930.  He  continued  to 
serve  as  president  until  his  retire- 
ment in  1934. 

After  Dr.  Foust's  death  in  1946 
the  Foust  papers  and  other  memora- 
bilia were  added  to  the  College 
archives.  The  portrait  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  Alumni  House  some- 
time later,  according  to  Brenda. 

We  hope  the  Foust  portrait  will 
be  back  in  its  rightful  place  in  the 
Barbara  Parrish  Library  before  you 
visit  during  Reunion.

Gerontology  Program  Will  Open  Fall  Semester 


o  keep  pace  with  the  growing 
fe.  demand  for  people  with  the 
r  knowledge  and  expertise  to 
1*    work  with  older  adults,  UNCG 
has  created  a  post-baccalaure- 
ate certificate  in  gerontology  —  the 
study  of  aging  and  the  problems  of 
older  adults.  The  field  is  expected  to 
grow  rapidly  as  the  baby  boom  gen- 
eration ages. 

The  new  program  will  draw 
upon  the  strengths  of  various 
University  departments  and  profes- 
sional schools  to  give  students 
added  instruction  and  skills  for 
working  with  older  adults.  Courses 
will  begin  in  the  1997  fall  semester. 
Classes  will  be  offered  in  late  after- 
noons and  evenings. 

The  certificate  is  designed  for 
people  with  bachelor's  degrees  who 


work  with  older  people  but  lack  an 
academic  background  in  gerontol- 
ogy. It  will  also  be  helpful  for  people 
who  hold  master's  degrees  who  seek 
specialized  study  in  working  with 
older  adults. 

It  does  not  matter  what  subject 
area  a  student's  bachelor's  degree  is 
in,  because  gerontology  is  applicable 
to  many  fields  of  study.  Dr.  Sandra 
Powers  said.  An  associate  professor 
of  curriculum  and  instruction  in  the 
School  of  Education,  she  is  program 
director. 

"Gerontology  by  definition  is 
interdisciplinary,"  she  said.  "Nothing 
in  gerontology  can  be  taught  within 
rigid  disciplinary  boundaries." 

The  program  will  require 
twenty-one  semester  hours,  of  which 
nine  hours  will  come  from  three  core 


courses  in  gerontology:  A  special 
research  methods  course,  a  practicum 
or  supervised  research,  and  a  course 
that  will  integrate  knowledge  from  a 
variety  of  sources.  The  remaining 
twelve  semester  hours  will  be  drawn 
from  existing  and  new  courses  in 
areas  such  as  counseling,  exercise 
and  sport  science,  nutrition,  huinan 
development  and  family  studies, 
nursing,  psychology,  sociology  and 
social  work.  The  curriculum  complies 
with  the  Standards  and  Guidelines 
for  Gerontology  Programs  of  the 
Association  for  Gerontology  in  Higher 
Education.  More  information  is  avail- 
able from  Dr.  Powers  at  910-334-3448.

There  are  really  two  questions 
involved  in  the  use  of  "woman's"  or 
"women's."  The  first  question  concerns 
the  names  of  organizations.  The  second 
question  concerns  usage.  The  first  ques- 
tion is  easier  to  answer 

The  proper  name  of  an  organization, 
like  the  name  of  an  individual,  is  what 
the  organization  claims  its  name  to  be. 
The  correct  name  for  the  Woman's 
College  of  The  University  of  North 
Carolina  is  exactly  this  name  and  no 


other  The  Girl's  Industrial  College,  established  in  1901,  became  Texas  State  College  for 
Women  in  1934,  and  Texas  Woman's  University  in  1957.  Note  the  use  of  "women"  in  the 
prepositional  phrase  and  the  use  of  "woman's"  as  the  possessive  adjective.  However,  a 
brief  look  at  the  business  listings  in  a  phone  book  will  illustrate  the  use  of  names  like 
these  in  Greensboro:  Greensboro  Woman's  Club,  Women's  Hospital  of  Greensboro,  and 
The  Women's  Resource  Center.  There  is  no  grammatical  rule  which  requires  a  name  to 
include  "woman's"  rather  than  "women's." 

In  terms  of  meaning,  dictionaries  and  handbooks  mention  that  "woman"  is  used  to 
distinguish  the  female  being  from  the  male;  however,  they  usually  add  that  "women" 
with  a  collective  meaning  functions  in  the  same  way.  Phrases  like  "woman's  studies" 
and  "women's  studies"  illustrate  the  meaning. 

In  terms  of  usage,  the  situation  is  interestingly  complex.  When  studying  usage, 
analysts  compare  the  forms  in  question  with  other  phrases  that  are,  or  should  be,  equiv- 
alent phrases.  In  some  cases,  both  the  singular  or  the  plural  possessive  form  can  be 
used  to  express  the  collective  meaning.  For  example,  compare  "woman's/women's  stud- 
ies" and  "woman's/women's  rights."  It  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  these  phrases 
would  be  equivalent  to  phrases  with  the  possessive  "man's/men's."  However,  this  is 
often  not  the  case.  I  have  listed  the  examples  below  in  columns  in  order  to  make  it  easi- 
er to  compare  the  difference  in  usage: 

woman's/women's  studies        — /men's  studies 
woman's/women's  basketball    — /men's  basketball 
woman/women's  colleges        — /men's  colleges 

The " — "  indicates  that  phrases  "man's  studies,"  "man's  basketball,"  and  "man's 
colleges"  do  not  occur,  at  least  not  with  meanings  equivalent  to  the  phrases  with 
"woman's."  Uses  of  "woman/women"  as  attributive  adjectives  illustrate  the  same  point: 


woman/women  doctors 
woman/women  lawyers 
woman/women  teacher 
woman/women  students 


— /doctors 
— /lawyers 
— /men  teachers 
— /men  students 


Again  the  equivalent  phrases  "man  doctors,  "man  lawyers,"  "man  teachers,"  and  "man 
students"  are  not  used. 

These  examples  are  a  matter  of  usage  about  which  there  are  different  views 
rather  than  a  matter  of  what  is  standard.  For  example,  compare  "lady  doctors"  and 
"ladies  doctors."  Speakers  and  writers  of  English  will  easily  recognize  that  "lady  doc- 
tors" is  a  standard  form,  although  the  use  of  "lady"  is  no  longer  viewed  as  appropriate 
or  politically  correct.  "Ladies  doctors"  is  simply  not  standard.  Although  both  phrases  are 
unacceptable,  they  are  not  acceptable  for  different  reasons.

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The  Most  Loval  Customers

V  he  old  saying  "familiarity  breeds 
contempt"  appears  to  be  true 
when  it  comes  to  retail  customers. 

The  most  loyal  customers  also  are 
the  most  critical  of  a  store's  products 
and  services,  according  to  a  study  by 
two  consumer  issues  specialists  in  the 
Department  of  Clothing  and  Textiles. 
The  results  appeared  in  the  journal. 
Customer  Relationship  Management. 

"Real  loyal  customers  are  among 
the  most  critical  because  they  are  so 
familiar  with  the  company,"  said 
Dr.  Richard  M.  Widdows,  the  Mae 
Putman  and  Albert  Hayes  Disting- 
uished Professor  of  clothing  and 
textiles  at  UNCG. 

Widdows  and  Dr.  Nancy  L.  CassiU, 
an  associate  professor  of  clothing  and 
textiles,  surveyed  more  than  four  hun- 
dred customers  of  a  national  depart- 
ment store  retail  chain  to  determine 
their  attitudes  about  the  chain  and  its 
products.  They  drew  their  sample 
from  people  who  obtained  the  depart- 
ment store's  private-label  credit  card 
and  used  it  at  least  once  in  a  twelve- 
month period  to  buy  a  sportswear 
item.  Levels  of  loyalty  were  based  on 
how  often  consumers  used  the  card. 

Contrary  to  conventional  wis- 
dom, Drs.  Cassill  and  Widdows  found 
that  the  most  loyal  customers  — 
those  who  shopped  more  than  once  a 
month  —  were  not  as  satisfied  with 
the  chain  as  people  from  the  next  level 
of  loyalty,  those  who  shopped  monthly. 
The  monthly  shoppers  also  were  more 
satisfied  than  those  who  shopped  less 
frequently,  as  conventional  wisdom 
would  suggest. 

In  addition,  the  study  showed 
that  service  is  more  important  than 
product  to  a  customer's  level  of  satis- 
faction, regardless  of  loyalty  level. 

The  researchers  refer  to  their  find- 
ings about  loyalty  and  satisfaction  as

"familiarity  breeds  contempt."  Over 
time,  the  most  loyal  customers  will 
have  more  experiences  with  a  store's 
products  and  services,  so  they  will  be 
more  likely  than  other  customers  to 
see  both  the  good  and  bad  sides  of  the 
business. 

Drs.  Widdows  and  Cassill  cau- 
tioned retailers  not  to  panic,  but 
instead  to  recognize  the  value  of  loyal 
customers  for  providing  candid  opin- 
ions about  product  and  service. 

"Loyal  customers  are  willing  to 
lay  it  all  out  for  you  and  say  here  are 
some  problems  and  here  are  some

Dr.  Widdows  is  a  nationally  recognized  scliol- 
ar  who  has  published  in  the  areas  of  consumer  sat- 
isfaction, consumer  dispute  resolution  mechanisms, 
and  franchising  and  economic  development.  The 
author  of  more  than  forty  articles  in  refereed  jour- 
nals, he  has  co-written  or  edited  four  books.  He 
received  his  doctorate  from  the  University  of  Missouri 
at  Columbia.  He  joined  UNCG's  faculty  in  1996. 

Dr.  Cassill  is  a  specialist  in  textile  products 
marketing  and  consumer  behavior,  and  has  pub- 
lished numerous  articles  on  the  subjects.

good  thirigs,"  Dr.  CassiU  said.  "Don't 
take  them  for  granted;  they  have  good 
information  for  you." 
^^^^      Dr.  Widdows  said  that  marketing 
people  often  do  not  look  at  levels  of 
loyalty  when  examining  survey 
responses,  but  they  should.  "Consu- 
mer researchers  can  get  different 
information  from  different  loyalty  lev- 
els," he  said.  "New  loyal  customers 
tell  you  what's  right.  Very  loyal  cus- 
tomers tell  you  what's  wrong." 

Store  managers  should  ask  loyal 
customers  what  irritates  them,  the 
researchers  said.  If  retailers  can  find 
out  what  hinders  a  customer's  satis- 
faction, they  can  work  to  remove  the 
barriers  and  soUdify  the  relationship 
with  their  most  loyal  customers. 

"Feedback  is  critical,"  Dr.  Cassill 
said,  "and  continual  feedback  is  needed." 

After  shoring  up  its  loyal  base, 
retailers  then  can  promote  themselves 
to  moderately  loyal  customers  and 
possibly  improve  their  loyalty  with- 
out lowering  their  satisfaction,  the 
researchers  said.

Located  on  four  acres 
on  Hermitage  Road,  the 
house  was  built  in  1915  by 
industrialist  Zebulon 
Taylor  who  named  it 
Lynnwood.  James  B.

Tobacco  Co.  bought  it  four 
years  later  and  tripled  its 
size.  After  Duke's  death  in 
1925,  the  house  was  owned 
by  C.C.  Coddington,  the 
owner  of  Charlotte  radio 
station  WBT;  M.L.  Cannon, 
whose  father  founded 
Cannon  Mills  (The  Cannons 
called  the  home  White 
Oaks);  Rick  and  Dee  Ray, 
founders  of  Raycom,  Inc., 
the  sports  programming 
company;  and  now,  the 
Lynnwood  Foundation. 

"This  was  our  last 
chance  to  do  this,"  Sharon 
said,  noting  that  when  she 
headed  the  Duke  Power 
Foundation  an  attempt 
was  made  to  acquire  and 
preserve  the  mansion.  The 
Lynnwood  Foundation, 
created  by  Duke  Power, 
bought  the  mansion  and 
grounds  for  $4.3  million 
after  Sharon  approached 
Duke  Power  chairman  Bill 
Grigg  with  the  idea.

Three  years  after  gradu- 
ating from  the  Woman's 
College,  Grace  Winniford 
Mewborn  met  the  love  of 
her  life,  William  B.  Aycock. 
Engaged  within  a  month, 
they  married  four  months 
later,  and  the  marriage  lasted 
fifty-five  years.  In  the  early 
1960s,  William  was  chancel- 
lor of  The  University  of 
North  Carolina  at  Chapel 
Hill,  and  Grace  played  a  key 
role  in  campus  and  commu- 
nity affairs,  always  with 
aplomb.

Years  later, 
out  of  the  spotlight,  Grace 
said  the  nicest  compliment 
ever  paid  her  was,  "Grace, 
you  were  the  same  before, 
the  same  during,  and  the 
same  after."  One  of  nine  chil- 
dren, Grace  grew  up  in  rural 
Greene  County  in  Eastern 
North  Carolina.  A  sister, 
Edith  Mewborn  Martin  '51  of 
Snow  Hill,  is  a  trustee  of  the 
UNCG  Alumni  Association. 
A  memorial  service  for  Grace 
was  held  in  November  at 
University  United  Methodist
